Tliiu lespofidibillty rests upon the 
mother. In the selection oC iu^^ds shs 
shoul'.l follow certa n prfnlclplcs^ and 
if alls (lo?n the result will l)e baljuiccd 
meals for the family at a minimum 
expense. 

A balanced diet la one wlilcli con* 
tains a sufTlc ency of all tlu' vario’ja 
Lubstam es which the booy require. 
from faod.i. A talancci diet provides 
the materials ncetiel for the proper 
nrow'th nn<l functioning of the body; 
In ether words, frr heaUliy develop 
ineut anj healthy living. 

Each ir.eml>er of the fe.r.Uy req¬ 
uires the right amounts of protein, 
fat, starch or sugar, vitamins and 
mineral salts. Milk is the one food 
which comes neai*.;sT to supplying all 
these requ rements in the proper am 
ounts. However, milk alone is not a 
rjuitabl diet after the first few mon¬ 
ths of 11 .*e, and so wc must look to 
other foods to supply the fcod requir 
oments of the family. 

Th; commonest fault in the family 
diet Is that it d:e.s no contain a suff 
lent amount of tht.se food^ which 
are compHrsliwly rich in vitamins 
an^j min •ras.'i. Meat, white bread and 
poatoes are good foods and should be 
included in the d et. Nevertheles:^ 
when they make up practically the 
whole diet, then Uie diet Is unbalanc 


Cl and Is not satis.actorj'. 

The family diet should include milk 
mJlk productaLSUClr as butter and 
cheese; freali green v'Cgetabl-s and to 
matoos, cither raw or tinnc.i; fresh 
fruits; eggs nnd liver. These sre ithc 
foodn which provide the vitamins and 
m'nerais which ere so often lacking in 
the family diet. 

In working out a mi imurn food 
budget to mnlntrtin health it Is cntl- 
m.ated that for a fam ly of five, 13 
ouarl.T Ot’ milk a w'eek arc required, 
which means that ever one-quevt^r cf 
the money spent on food goes for 
milk. One fifth of the money should 
be used to buy vegetables, potator.a, 
tomatoes, carrots, tnrn’fi, cabbage 
and onions. 

I'he general tendency is to spen.l 
too large a percentage of the money 
available fer foed on me .tn and 
sweets. This is not a cr ticisni of 
mc.ats and .awcets, but merely a state 
ment that when there is a limited a- 
mount of money available it l.s nccess 
ai*y to get the most out of every eeq^t 
anJ at Uie same lime secure ft bal¬ 
anced diet. 

In order to do th s it is nrcesasry 
for the mother to plan whzi sh.o will 
ouy and how’ she will nrniiige Ik a 
meals.
